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The Institute has received requests from Schools and Ateliers to transfer the registration fee of a student 
who fails to submit any work, to another student in the same School or Atelier. By a recent ruling of the Board 
of Trustees this privilege, which has been permitted in the past, will be discontinued beginning with the school 


1929-1930.

The Department of Architecture requests the Schools and Ateliers who are recipients of the traveling ex- 
hibitions to cooperate with the Department by acknowledging receipt of the exhibition to the Institute. Acknowl- 
edgment of the date it was received and its condition is required. This information is needed to locate draw- 
ings which it may be necessary to return on short notice. As the Department is endeavoring to meet the demand 
for the exhibitions, the recipients should be willing not only to notify the Institute of their receipt and con- 
dition, but should: also notify the next recipient the date the exhibition will be forwarded to him. 


It is important that the original list of the drawings, attached to the package, be sent to the School or 
Atelier holding the exhibition immediately following. 


The Romanesque Ornament published on page 27 of this number received its award at the judgment of 
January 7th; the official notification of which may be found in the February, 1929, issue.

A FINIAL FIGURE” 


An office building which is intended for the use of 
the various branches of the radio industry, 1s surmount- 
ed by a square tower, the roof of which takes the form 
of a pyramid, and on the apex of this pyramid it is pro- 
posed to place a heroic figure mounted on a ball. 

This figure is to be symbolic of the radio, and must 
be so composed in line and mass that the silhouette will 
be interesting from all sides. 

The problem, therefore, is to design a single stand- 
ing figure, 20 feet high, mounted on a ball, the sil- 
houette of the figure and accessories making a pleasing 
pattern against the sky and one that shall carry for a 
great distance. 

The ball must be shown in the sketch and the size 
is left to the competitor, but it must be in good pro- 
portion to the figure.

“a RESTAURANT IN THE AIR” 


Among the people who do not regard eating as a 
business, there have always been those who have en- 
joyed a restaurant perched high above the ground. 
Many of our skyscrapers devote the upper floors to 
restaurants. There is one on top of nearly every moun- 
tain in Switzerland. In the Paris Exposition, two 
great towers were built, whose tops were restaurants, 
and Robinson’s outside of Paris, with its eating-places 
up in trees, has been famous for fifty years. 

This problem is to design a restaurant in the air in 
a park that unfortunately has no elevation from which 
one can get a view of the surrounding landscape. All 
that is required on the ground level is an enclosed ves- 
tibule for clients, connected with the restaurant by two 
or three elevators, a staircase, and an entrance for the 
service. This last feature consists merely of a room, 
approximately 200 square feet in area, connected with 
the kitchens above by a service elevator, and service 
stairs. 

The restaurant ‘itself shall be on two levels, the 
lower one of which is to be 50 feet above the ground, 
so that the view will clear the tree-tops. A topmost 
level may be devoted to an observation platform or a 
tea terrace. To serve the upper restaurant, there shall 
be an auxiliary pantry, directly connected with the 
kitchen on the main level. 

Check rooms and retiring rooms shall be arranged at 
the first restaurant level. 

The total kitchen and pantry area shall be approxi- 
mately one-half the area of the dining space that they 
serve. he entire structure shall not exceed 100 feet 
in any horizontal dimension. 

In the study of this problem, the students should re- 
member that the unusual developments of steel and 
reinforced concrete make possible this type of structure.

PROGRAM 
“AN INDUSTRIAL TOWN” 


Modern competition in industry is gradually forcing 
the migration from old centers to newer locations bet- 
ter suited to meet their individual economic demands. 


An Association of textile industries has, therefore, de- 
termined to build a complete industrial town on the 
site shown within the boundaries of the accompanying 
map. It is estimated that this industry will require six 
thousand workers, and that the complete town will 
have to provide full facilities for the modern living re- 
quirements of 10,000 people. The major elements to 
be considered in this problem are: 

1. Transportation. Railway and highroad commu- 
nications for transportation of raw and manufac- 
tured products. In addition an airport shall be 
provided. 

2. Civic Center, comprising town hall, railroad sta- 
tion, post office, a library and community building. 

3. Business area of approximately 3,000 feet lineal 
street frontage. 

4, Factory site of approximately 60 acres, operative 
power shall be derived from hydro-electric source. 

5. Residential section to be divided into three grades, 
high, medium, and low costs. The ratio of these 
shall be, respectively, 25, 50 and 25 per cent. 

6. Ample parks and playgrounds shall be provided, 
and also special provision for the parking require- 
ments of automobiles. 

The competitor shall show, in addition, the disposi- 
tion of the boulevards, avenues, and streets, connecting 
these elements. Each of the above required elements 
shall be clearly differentiated and their areas indicated.

“A BELL TOWER” 


It is proposed to erect on one of the battlefields of 
France, and near the site of a destroyed village, a tower 
with a shrine and carillon, as a lasting memorial to the 
heroism of the French soldiers and the French people. 

This tower is to be not less than twenty-four feet 
square at the base or more than thirty feet, exclusive 
of buttresses, if any, and its height is to be determined 
solely by considerations of good proportion. The low- 
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er story will form a small chapel or shrine with its 
altar and memorial inscriptions, and will be entered 
directly by a door in the western side. There is to be 
space in the upper portion of the tower for a carillon. 

The general style may be based on any form of 
French Gothic, and the tower should terminate in a 
spire. he transition from the square of the tower to 
the polygon of the base of the spire is particularly to be 
studied so that in perspective the effect will be good. 

As this is to be a modern memorial and not recon- 
struction, it is hoped that while purely Gothic quality 
is scrupulously preserved, there may be no copying of 
ancient models, and that some novelty of treatment and 
detail may be obtained in order to give the memorial 
contemporaneous character.

“A CASINO-BEACH :CLUB” 

Within recent years the climate of Florida has attracted a large coterie of American Society, in search of 
healthful midwinter recreation. Picturesque towns have sprung up with amazing rapidity where the prover- 
bially tired businessman may find relaxation. Bathing, fishing, tennis, golf, etc., are offered for daytime recrea- 
tion under a midtropical sun with the warm adjacent Gulf Stream; and games of chance, open air theatre, and 
dancing coyer the social activities by night. A center to contain the complete recreational activities of such a 
community is the subject of this program. 

A group of winter colonists have acquired a peninsula facing the Atlantic Ocean on the east, and on the 
west a lagoon where pleasure boats may be harbored. “The peninsula at its center is 1200 feet from ocean to 
lagoon, and it is proposed to here erect on a parcel of land not exceeding 1800 feet in width, a unit or group 
of units to cover the following club activities: 

A. BaTHinG. One hundred cabafias facing the beach. In addition separate dressing rooms with washrooms and 
toilets, shall be provided for fifty men and fifty women, each connecting with a solarium for open air sunbaths. 
B. Aruuetics. An 18-hole golf course is to be laid out beyond the confines of this property, but it is required 
to locate a house for the golf professional and also the caddies, reasonably near the locker rooms which are to be 
located in the basement beneath the dressing rooms called for in unit A. A house for the tennis professional 
and supplies shall be similarly located, and it is desired that 20 tennis courts be placed as conveniently accessible 
as the composition permits. 

C. Restaurant. A dining-room to accommodate 400 guests, with a broad open air terrace, and necessary 
services including coatroom and toilets. It is intended that this room may be also utilized for dancing. Private 
dining-rooms will be located on the upper floor, as also the Help quarters. 

D. THeatre. An open air theatre to seat approximately 400 people where theatrical revues and plays as also 
occasional society pageants will be given. A stage and several small dressing rooms will be required; and in 
addition it is desired to locate this unit adjacent to unit C, so that drinks and refreshments may be served to 
the entire audience which are to be seated at small tables. 

E. Casino. A_ unit of three rooms for the playing of baccarat, chemin de fer, roulette, etc., to amply accom- 
modate not over one hundred playing guests, accessible to units C and D. 

The grounds are reached by road from the mainland at the north, or by boat at a pier jetting out into the 
lagoon. Access to the various units shall be clearly indicated and proper parking space for automobiles driven by 
their owners must be provided within the limits of this problem. ‘The property rises gradually from the water 
to a maximum elevation of eight feet, but may be filled and graded for added charm as well as utility in the 
arrangement of this architectural and landscape composition.
